New  Shoreham  Port  Health  Authority. 

Madam  Chairman ,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December  1965. 

During  the  year  2,87 8  vessels  entered  the 
harbour,  with  a  total  of  1,316,463  n.r.t.  The 
actual  figures  are  - 

923  vessels  (including  67  yachts  and  9  H.M. 

Ships)  from  foreign  ports  (265,172  n.r.t.) 

1955  vessels  from  coastwise  ports  (1051,291 

n.r.t.) 

This  shows  an  increase  of  74  vessels 
(47,641  n.r.t.)  from  foreign  ports. 

During  this  period  850  vessels  from  foreign 
ports  and  750  from  coastwise  ports  were  inspected. 

314  vessels  from  foreign  ports,  and  46  from 
coastwise  ports  were  revisited. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  is  very  good 
in  most  vessels.  One  informal  notice  was  served 
on  a  British  Ship  and  complied  with.  Minor  defects 
being  dealt  with  by  verbal  cautions  and  remedied 
during  the  vessels  stay  in  port. 

In  the  trade  of  the  port  (imports  section) 
it  will  be  noticed  that  there  are  several  new  types 
of  cargo  being  imported.  Butane  gas  from  both 
foreign  and  coastwise  ports,  cement  clinker  from 
Germany,  marble  from  Italy,  motor  cars  and  motor 
cycles  from  Ostend. 

Timber  cargoes  also  continue  to  expand,  there 
being  an  increase  of  33  vessels  (23,310  n.r.t.).  The 
imports  now  coming  from  Brazil,  Canada,  (Vancouver  and 
Nova  Scotia)  Rumania,  Spain,  as  well  as  the  usual 
Baltic  ports  and  U.S.S.R. 

With  the  increase  in  foreign  arrivals  has 
come,  unfortunately,  a  very  sharp  increase  in  the 
incidence  of  venerial  disease.  Last  year  the 

figures  reported  from  the  Clinic  was  13.  This 
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year  I  am  sorry  to  report  a  total  of  45  cases. 

INFECTIOUS  _PJ  SBaSE One  case  of  Infectious 
Hepatitis  was  landed  from  a  foreign  vessel  to  Foredown 
Hospital.  All  vessels  from  infected  areas  were 
■boarded  on  arrival  and  visited  daily  during  their 
stay  in  port. 

RODENT^  _OOHTdOL^  All  vessels  from  foreign  ports 
searched  during  and  on  completion  of  discharge. 
Infestation  of  rats  found  on  2  ships.  74  de-rat 
exemption  certificates  were  issued  and  16  rodent 
control  certificates.  Several  vessels  were  found 
to  he  infested  with  cockroaches  and  treated  during 
their  stay  in  port.
